ter good. of Mankind. That. thus when God's 
Judoments are in. the earth , the Inbabitants of the 
World may learn righteouſneſs. 

Burt then as E his own People, thoſe upon 
whom-his name is called, thoſe that are in 
Covenant with him, and profels his true Reli- 
gion ; for them upon all occaſions he declares 
ſo great a tenderneſs and concernment ; that 
there is hardly. any figure of- ſpeech that-the 
moſt ſenſible-Man can make ule of, for the ex- 
preſſing his moſt paſſionate love to his deareſt 
Friend or Relation, though it be his Wife or 
his Children, . but the. very. ſame figures are 
made uſe of by the holy inſpired Writers to 
ſet out to us the kindneſs and concernment 
That God-hath for his own People. He. is their 
God, their Kings, their Shephcrd, their Father, 
their Husband- They are his choſen ones. His de: 
light, his peculiar Treaſure. He rejoiceth over them 
to do them good, His bowels earn, his beart is. turned 
within bim, bis repentinss are kindled together, when 
through their miſcarriages he is forced to- pals 
any ſevere Sentence upon them. All this is the 
language of God in Scripture, whea he ſpeaks 
of his People, and therefore. we cannot _ 

of - 
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of his ſincere affetion to them, and particular 
care of them. 

All the doubt is, whether theſe expreſſions 
ought to be applied to any other people than 
the Jews, with reſpe&t ro whom the Scripture 
uſeth them. But we that. believe the Goſpel 
need not make much doubt of it. , For it is cer- 
tain, the reaſon of all theſe expreſſions of 
kindneſs to the Jews more than to other Na- 
tions, was founded in this; that they were the 
People whom God had choſen to plant, his 
Church among. ,'They were the People where 
his Religion was owned. Bur noyy. it is evis 
dent to all Chriſtians , that after our Saviour 
came intothe World, and Preached his Golpel 
to all Nations, the Jews, as a Nation, ceaſed 
to be God's Church, or peculiar People 3 and, 
from that time all thoſe Nations that embraced 
Chriſt's Religion, came into their place, and 
were from thence forward to'.be as dear to 
God, and as much his Care and his Treaſure, ay 
ever the lews were. And upon that account, 
we of this Nation, may with as much reaſon, 
apply the expreſſions of Scripture to our lelves, 
awhich declare God's kindnels and concern- 
ment for his People, as ever the Jews did. 

Eſpecially, conlidering that God has owned

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1s of this Nation for his People, in ao cemaiks 
able a manner as apy Nation in Chriſtendom. 
As appears not otily from that glorious light 
of the Goſpel, which he has for many years 
blefted -us with, above any other 'people;per- 
haps in the Chriſtian Wortd -: Bur allo from 


the wonderful Providetices, by which he has 


from tittie to time pteſerved our Church, . and 
with ir the true Religion among us, norwith- 
ſtanding the various attempts of our Enemies 


| toſybvert it. - O'may theſe Mercies-of God: 26 


out Natiefr never be fortotten; 'and may: we 
always tervernber them with-rhat due thanks 
fulltreſs they call for at oor hands. / /'. 

And thus much of our firſt hind. [ fa 
ſeave to draw a praRical Inference -or two 
from what hath been aid, before 1 proceed co 
the other: 

 Firſt,, Since it appears, - thar (God firs at 
the Helirt, iandReers and'manapes alb the at- 
fairs of Mankind; * and that-publick-Societies 
are more eſpecially the objects of his Care:and 
Providence : Methinks this conſideration 
ſhould be 2 good Antidote againft all thoſe 
troubleſome Fears and Sollicitude, -we are apt 
to diſtarb-our ſelyes with, about the fucceſs of

ir indeed all chings' went inthe World by 
Chance or Fate, and there was no God thar 
did ſuperintend human affairs; 1 thould think 
it very natural for Men to be extreamly con- 
cerned ar-every 'piece of ill news they heard. 
It might be allowed them to break their ſleep 
in the night, and tro complain dilmally | in the 
day of the fad times: that were coming upon 
us. - But ſince we are-certain, as much as we 
are certain that there is a God, and as much as 
we areicertain-that the Scripture is rue ; that 
alt our. affairs, 'our-publick-as welt as'our-pri- 
vate affairs; che affairs both in. Charch and 
State, are entirely in God Almighty's dilpolal, 
and that He doth really manage and order all 
things among us ; and likewiſe fo: manageth 
them, thart all ſhall ar laſt turn to the good of 
his People, and to the good of every honeſt 
Man : | ay; lince we are, ormay be latished, 


chat our Bulineſs.is in lo good hands, | muſt 


confeſs I do nor fee what reafon people have, 


to give themſelves ſo much trouble and unea- 
fines, about things that may, or may not 
come. 

Thus far indeed, it is fit that every one 
ſhould be concerned ; nay it is fit that every 


one ſhould charge his Conſcience with it : 


Namely,

Namely to do his duty to the publick in his 
place-and ſtation; to contribute all chat is in 
his power towards the procuring and promes 
ting the.common Happineſs; and to endea- 
your all that in him lies, cowards che averting 
thoſe :Judgments we have reaſon to fear. But 
when a Man hath done this, to what purpoſe 
is it for him to trouble himſelf any further 2 1 
ſhould think he had better follow our Saviour's 
advice, which when all things are conſidered, 
will be found Eternally Prudent and Reaſon- 
able: Take no thought for to morrow : let the mor- 
row take care for the tbings of it ſelf : ſufficient unto 
the day is the evil thereof. 

Secondly, This Do&trine ought to teach 
us this farther Leſſon; to depend altoge- 


ther upon God Almighty, and upon him only, 


for the good ſucceſs of our Afaairs, either in 


Church or State, whenever they are in a 


doubtful or dangerous condition. For though 
many are the devices in the hearts of men ; neverthe- 
leſs the counſel of the Lord that fhall ſtand. It isin 
yain to truſt ro human means : For be our 
ſtrength never lo great; or be thoſe that man- 
age for us never (o induſtrious; or be our 
hearts never ſo much united : Yet it is an ealy 
matter for God to blaſt allour deſigns, and to 


diſappoint 


_ —— 
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diſappoint all our Counſels'in a moment. q 

He. hath. often doae ſo; where Men have 
been. confident in their owa ſtrength. In one 2 Kings 
nights time he made that prodigious Army. of ' 3 
the Aſſyrians, that came up againſt Jeruſalem, 
and thought themſelves ſure of raking it ; ro 
decamp and fly back into their own Country, 
leaving a .hundred. and fourſcore thouſand of 
their number, dead upon the place. 

There is in truth no truſting to an arm of 
Fleſh. For the lucceſles of War depend upon a 
thouſand Contingencies, which it isnot in the 
power of, mortal Mea, either to foreſee, or 
remedy. So that the race is not always to the ſwift, xccter 
nor the Battel to the ſtrong ; nor can a King be fav'd 9-11. 
by the multitude of an Hoſt, nor any mighty Man'be gg 
delivered by his much ſtrength. But the God of Hea- 
ven that ruleth.in the Kingdoms of- Men ; it is He 
that preſerves or deſtroys; that gives ViRory, 
or. ſends a Defeat, as it pleaſeth him.. And: 
therefore he is, by way of eminence , ſtiled, 

The Lord of Hoſts, the God of Battels. 

On the other hand, If our affairs at any 
time.be in ſo very bad a poſture, that we can- 
not avoid the having a melancholy difmal pro- 
ſpe&t of things ; yet let us not be diſcouraged, 
let us ſtill.eruſt in God ; let us do what belongs 

re. 
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to us todo for-the obtaining his Mercy and 
Favour, and then refer the Event to him. God 
hath certainly a kindneſs for his People, . and if 


' we do our parts towards the preſerving his At- 
tection to us, we may ſtill hope he will conti- 


nue to be our Saviour and De{iverer. 
. Ir is as eaſy to God to ſave by few as by many. 
The Walls of Jericho, at his Command, fell 
down flat, only at the found of Rams-Horns. 
And when the City of Samaria was Beſieged, 
and brought into the greateſt extremity. that 
was. /poſſible, fo that Women even ate their 
own" Children : yet-in one night, God by an 
unaccountable terrour, which he ſtruck into 
the hearts of the Enemies, raiſed the Siege. 
And ſuch plenty was left in their Camp, that 
every one of the Beſieged had wherewith, not 
only to ſatisfy his hunger, but to enrich him- 
ſelf. Only that Nobleman that would not be- 
heve this when it was foretold by the Prophet, 
did not live to taſt of the Fruits of God Al- 
mighty's Victory,being trodden to death inthe 
Crowd. 

[1. But it is time to come to the lecond 
general point I obſerved from this Text ; viz. 
That the Elappmeſs and Proſperity of Nations, is to 


_) be attained the ſame way that any particular Man's 


happineſs 
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happineſs is ; that is to ſay, by being ſincerely vir- 
tuous and religious ; or, as my Text exprelles it, 
it ' by fearing God, and keeping all his Commandments 
f- always. 
l- This is a true Propoſition, both with reſpect 
to particular Perſons and to Nations too ; bur 
y- with this difference, That if we take Happi- 
Il neſs and Proſperity for that which che World 
5 accounts ſo, that is to ſay, the poflefiion of a 
l, great many outward Bleſſings, and the free- 
t dort from temporalevilsand inconveniencies; 
r the Propohtion is not ſo univerſally crie- wich 
1 "reference to particnlar ro as it is with re- 
Dd ference to Nations and Kingdoms. For eve 
. Man that fears God is not always bleſſed wi 
t "happy outward Circumſtances. On the con- 
© trary, ſome good Men are expoſed to many 
and great Afitions, and Misfortunies, and 
- Sickneſfes,' and' Crofles', 'all their lives long. 
5 )Burit is certainly true of 'all Nations and Peoples 
* whatſoever. Every Nation or Society ſhall 
> +fare better or worſe in this World, exactly, 
according as they fear God, or deſpiſe and af- 
| front him ; exattly, according to the degree 
* *they keep God's Commandments, or break 
 {them. Though it is not certain, that every 
{particular Man ſhall always do ſo. And 
T there 
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there is great reaſon that it ſhould be thus. 
tor 


Firſt, We know that all God's ways are 


juſt and equal. Now as to particular Perſons, 
there is a great room left for the diſpenſing this 
Juſtice and Equity to them. For they being 
in their natures made to live for ever, it is e- 
nough for the vindicating God's Juſtice, that 
they be at any time hereafter, eicher rewarded 
for their Piety and Virtue, or puniſhed for 
their Wickedneſs and abuſe of God's Mercies, 
So that wicked Men may be happy and pro- 
ſperous here, and good Men may luffer many 
afflictions and tribulations , without any the 
leaſt refletion on the Juſtice or Goodnels of 
the great Governour of the World : Becaule 
there is a farther day reſerved for the adjuſting 
all Mens Rewards according to their Works. 
But now the conſideration: of publick. So- 
cieties and Nations, is quite different. Nati 
ons are not made to be lmmortal, but end 
with this World. No Society, as a Society, 
ſhall be called to a furure account. But all the 
Rewards and Puniſhments, they are capable 
of as Societies, muſt be adjudged-and diſtribu- 
ted to them in this preſent Life, And there- 
fore if we ſuppoſe God to be che Judge and 


Governout 
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j Governour of the World, and of all the Nartt- 


ons init; as well as he is the Judge and Go- 
vernour of-particular Perſons : We mult like- 
wiſe ſuppole, that he adminiſters all affairs ſo, 
that Righteous and Religious Nations have 
in this World the reward of their Virtue inthe 
bleſſings of Peace and Plenty, and all manner 
of remporal Proſperity : And on the other 
ſide, impious and incorrigible Nations are like- 
wiſe puniſhed in this World for their wicked- 
nels, either by ſevere Judgments, or by a to- 
tal deſtruction ; as God in his infinite Wiſdom 
ſees cauſe. 

This now that | have offered is I think ſo 
reaſonable, that if chere was no more to be 
ſaid, it ought to go a great way towards the 
making of the point I have in hand highly cre- 
dible. But in the ſecond place there is a great 
deal more to be ſaid. The word of God doth 
all along bear teſtimony to the truth of this. 
A multicude of Texts of Scripture there are, 
that do moſt plainly 2ive this account of God's 
dealing with Nations and Peoples, that I have 
now mentioned, 

There is no Judgment threarned to any 
Nation in the holy Scripture (and abundance 
of Nations are there threatned) bur it is upon 
C 2 
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account of the fins and wickednels they were, 
gujlty of. . Which fins, if chey repeated of, ſo 
repented as to forlake them, they might find 
mercy. $ | 

| And accordingly we find in fact, that God 
always dealt with Peoples and Nations accord- 
ing to thele meaſures. God had ſolemnly de- 
nounced deſtruction to the City of Niniye, by 
his Prophet, and that within forty days. But 
upon the Repentance of the Ninevites , and 
turning to God with all their hearts, he rever-. 
ſed his Sentence (though to the great diſcon» 
tent of the Prophet) and gave them a further 
time, | 
On the other ſide he waited long for the 
Repentance of the Canaanites , but would not 
deſtroy them ; becaule their fins, though, very 
hainous, admitted a place for Repentange. 
But when their iniquities were filled up to the 
meaſures, according to which God proceeds 
in his deſtruction of Nations; He then ſent 
the Tſraelites to root them out, and to take pol- 
ſeſlion of their Land. 

And thus was Nebuchadnezzar raiſed up by 
God to be a ſcourge toall the Nations abour 
him, for the puniſhment of their ſins. Nebus 
chadnezzar had indeed other things in his head. 

That 
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That which he deſigned was, the gratifying 
his own Ambition, and enlarging his Domi- 
nions. But theſe were not the ends which 
God had to ſerve by him. God made uſe of 
him as his Inſtrument, as his Servant (and fo 
he calls him) for the rendring to the Nations 
that juſt recompence of vengeance. which their 
fins called for. 

I mention thele things the rather, becauſe 
they are inſtances of God's dealing with Heas 
then Nations, who were under no particular 
Covenant with God. 

And I might have recourſe likewiſe to the 
Hiſtories of all Nations, to ſhew the truth of 
this. Name any Nation that was ever remark- 
able for Juſtice ; for Temperance, and ſeve- 
rity of Manners; for Piety and Religion 
(though it was in a wrong way) ; that did not 
always thrive and grow great in the World ; 
and that did not always enjoy a plentiful por- 
tion of all thoſe things which are accounted ro 
makea NationHappy and Flouriſhing. And on 
the other ſide, when that Nation has declined 


from its former Virtue, and grown impious or - 


dilſolute in manners, we appeal to Experience, 
whether it has not likewiſe always proportion- 
ably lyak in irs Succeſs and good Fortunes. 1 
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aro ſure any one that will be at the pains to 
read either the Greek, or the Roman, or even 
the Turkiſh Hiſtory , will meer with matter e- 
nough there, to latisly him of the truth of this 
obſervation. 

But I confine my felf to the Scriprure, and 
in that the Hiſtory of the Jews is the moſt re- 
markable, for indeed it makes up a great parr 
of the Old Teſtament. Now in that Hiſtory 
itis worth our taking notice of; That every 
degree of publick Vice, and departure from 
God's Laws, was always puniſhed with pub- 
lick Judgments. And on the other (ide, every 
degree of publick Repentance and Reformarti- 
on, was always rewarded with publick Hap- 
pineſs and Proſperity. So that any one that 
could make a right eſtimate of the Morals of 
that Nation, and how it ſtood as to Yirtue and 
Vice; might conſtantly make a judgment 
likewiſe how it would fare with them, as to 
their outward temporal affairs. 

1 muſt confeſs that generally ſpeaking, there 
is little force in thole Arguments that are 
drawn from Examples; Burt in the caſe | am 
now upon , | think there is a great weight in 
them. For though we cannot argue from God's 


dealing with one Perſon , that he will juſt 


_ deal 
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deal in the ſame manner with another : Yer 
as to Nations and Kingdoms, the cale is other- 
wile, as | before ſaid. For God's dilpenſations 
and Providences to them, ſeem all ro proceed 
upon one immutable Foundation (which will 
be the ſame in all Ages and Countreys) name- 
ly the expreſſion and vindication of his Juſtice 
and Goodneſs in this World. 

And for my. part, | have always been of this 
mind, That there is no other difference be- 
tween the Hiſtory of God's dealings. with. his 
own People the Jews, and chat of other Na- 
tions, but this :. That in other Nations the 
publick. Events that happen'd, whether good 
or bad, though they were taken notice of, 
yet they paſſed without any reflection on the 
true cauſes from whence they proceeded. The 
Hiſtorians did indeed often: lay their. Fingers 
rightly upon the immediate; viſible, outward 
occaſions, or means, or inſtruments, from 
whence their good or bad Fortune was derived 
to them. But they ſearched no further. They. 
conlidered- only. ſecond Cauſes, and-took no 
great notice of the firſt and principal Caufe of 
all things, God Almighty, and his influencing 
humane affairs. They left Godin a- great 
meaſure out of. their Hypotheſis, and . our ob 


their; 
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their Hiſtory. But now that the World might 
be awaken'd to a more hearty belief and ſenſe 
of his Providence, God took care to ſingle onr 
the Nation of che Jews ; and in them to give 
us a true Pattern or Platform of his deahir 
with all the Nations of the World. And for 
that purpole he ordered , that all the great 
ſtrokes, both of their departure from God, 
and of their return tohim; And likewiſe both 
of the. good or bad Fortune , that did at any 
time befal char Nation , ſhould be faichfully 
Regiſtred, and the true Cauſes of them faich- 
fully aſſigned ; That all Mankind might from 
thence receive In{tru&tion how they ought to 
behave themlelves towards God ; and what 
according to their different behaviours they 
were ta expect. 

To conclude this point : By all that hath 


been ſaid ir appears, Thar the State, and Con- 
 dirion, and Fortune of all Kingdoms and Na- 


rions,. is the very ſame with that of the Jews, 
as it is repreſented by Achior the Ammonite, in 
the advice he gave to Holofernes, when he came 
up with an Army againſt that People. You 
have the-paſlage in Fudith 5. 17. Whilſt (faith 
he) theſe People ſmned not before their God', they 
proſpered ; becauſe the God that hateth iniquity, was 
þ 22 with 
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mT them. But when they departed from the way ray 
4 appointed them , they were deſtroyed it tiany Dat+ 
tels, after a iranderfut fort, ariel ibere leis Captivet iit> 
10 # Lahd that whs Hot theirs: Biit How they arb turned 
and aft come up from their Captivity, 
and have ag poſſeſſed Jerufalem. Now therefore 
my Lord and-Govetriou?; if there be any fait ih *b14 
Praple, ſo that they hade fired: aganiſt if Godt, 
lat ws confilter that this ſhall be whe: ng ah} let "144 
20 up that ws may Svercome thin.
